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The U.S. Postoffices of Washington Count 


Installment I 


With this installment we begin the history of the U.S postal service 
in Washington County. The Washington County Historical Society has 
acquired photostatic copies of the records inthe National Archives, 
Washington, D.C., of all postoffices in our county. These original 
records insure accuracy in names and dates. 


The first postoffice established in Washington County was named 
Vineyard. It was in the extreme southwest corner of the county, near 
the Indian line. Lewis Evans was named postmaster on Feb. 21, 1829. 
Evans was the first sheriff of Washington County (October 1828). The 
town of Evansville is named for him. His bond as postmaster was $300 
and his sureties were Jonathan Allen and Jacob Chandler. 


In pioneer days the postal business was conducted in the home of the 
postmaster. It is not known where Lewis Evans lived. The name Vineyard 
covered the entire region from Evansville to Skylight. The name (from 
‘The Lord's Vineyard") was given to the settlement by John Latta, who 
settled on Evansville Creek shortly after the organization of Washing- 
ton County. John Latta succeeded Evans as Vineyard postmaster in 1835. 
For three years, from 1835 to 1838, the Vineyard postoffice was locat- 
ed in the 2-story log home of the Lattas -- the identical building 
that is now ( March 1958 ) being removed to Prairie Grove am restored 
in Battlefield Park. 


The name of the county's first postoffice was changed from Vineyard 
to Evansville on Dec. 27, 1838, and it seems fitting that Lewis Evans 
again was postmaster. The complete list of postmasters of this office 
for 129 years is as follows:

FAYETTEVILLE 


The second postoffice in Washington County was established at Fay~ 
etteville on 27 August, 1829, with Larkin Newton as postmaster. The 
original record inthe National Archives heads Newton's appointment 
thus: "Fayetteville, formerly Washington Court House". There is little 
doubt that Fayetteville was originally (1328) called’ "Washington Court 
House", since this was customary with newly-established and therefore 
nameless county seats. But there is no record that it had a postoffice 
under that name. Tradition has it that the name "ashington Court 
House" was changed to Fayetteville because there already was a post~ 
office in Arkansas named "Washington". As a matter of fact, Washington 
in the easthern part of the state, was originally called "Hempstead 
Court House". It is safe to assume, from the Post Office records, that 
there was no mail service, and certainly no postmaster, in Fayette~ 
ville until the appointment of Larkin Newton in August 1829. The com~ 
plete list of Fayetteville's postmasters for 129 years is as follows:

CANEHILL 


The third postoffice in Washington County was Cane Hill, The date of 
its establishment was 8 June, 1830. The name of this postoffice was 
changed eight times: 1830 Cane Hill; 1839 Steam Mill; 1843 Boonsboro; 
1866 Boonsborough, 1867 Cane Hill, 1887 Boonsborough; 1893 Boonsboro; 
and 1901 Canehill. Canehill is still one word, in 1958. 

(Editor's note: Collectors of postal cancellations will find it ex- 
remely difficult to secure the various postmarks of the Canehill offi- 
ces, The only "Steam Mill" postmark that I have ever seen was on a 
letter shown me by the late Booth Campbell some ten years ago. If it 
is still in existence, it is a rare collector's item. —- WL

"Issued by John Henry Brown at Fayetteville, Arkansas, Confederate 
States of America." No. 4 -- January 22, 1862 


(John Henry Brown, a printer by trade, was a Texan who came to Fay-— 
etteville in the fall of 1861 with General Ben McCulloch's troops. He 
held the rank of Major in the Confederate army. The War Bulletin was 
printed inthe courthouse in Fayetteville, w hich stood onthe onthe Square 
where the postoffice now is (1958). John Henry Brown is the officer 
who took General McCulloch's body to Texas for burial, after the bat- 
tle of Pea Ridge. —- WJL)

UNSETTLED TIMES 
Post-War Letters to Maj. Thos. J. Hunt of Fayetteville 


(Editor's note: The originals of these five letters were brought to 
the WCHS office by Mr. Frank Rupert, whose wife is a granddaughter of 
Major Hunt. These are post-war letters, of historical interest because 
of the unsettled conditions in northwest Arkansas right after the War.)

At Home, June 5, 1865 

Maj. T. J. Hunt My Dear Sir 

For the sake of information I write you these 
lines relative to my own case. I ama constitutional pro-slavery man 
in every sense of the term. Tho opposed to the War, I was opposed to- 
the Homeguard system. I was opposed to the Conscript Law. I never 
raised arms against the Government ,"only against thieves and robbers." 
I have committed no crime, therefore I've no pardon to ask. I was 
arrested on the 10th of Dec. 1862 and taken the oath of allegiance to 
the U.S. Govt., which I kept in good faith and never violated. On the 
30 March /63 I was run in on by Capt.Gilstrap and 40 others and robbed 
of nearly all of my clothing. On the 14th Aug. following, I was run in 
on by Bob McCaslin and 14 other thieves with drawn pistols and robbed 
of a fine man, my only hat, a pr of drawers and gold belt,with threats 
of being shot to pieces. About the first of Sept. following, I was run 
in on by James Curtis who swore he would kill me if I staied at home. 
Consequently I went to the south off the 12th Nov. to save myself from 
such characters. In Nov. the Trains taken 300 doz oats from me and 
50 bushels corn without even the slightest promise of remuneration. 
The past winter some of your most Loyal Men stole $200 worth of my 
pork hogs, leaving my family destitute. As we learn there is a peace 
on hand, please give me all the information you can onthe subject, 
and what is required of the Citizen, if anything; I've been plundered 
since taking the Oath of Allegiance tothe amt of $794.35 cts. in gold 
prices. Yrs truly

Seeing the letter from Yourself to Albert Peel requiring all 
Confederate soldiers to report to the nearest post and surrender their 
arms. I therefore as such, am willing to comply with any requirements 
made by the contending parties. I have been nothing more nor less than 
a Confederate soldier. I wish to know if I am to be paroll'd as a sol- 
dier and to be protected as such, or how I amto be treated. A full 
information on the subject will greatly oblige me. I am unable to get 
to town on account of a crippled knee, ; Seige

(Editor's note: The Hutchens lived about 15 miles southeast of Fay- 
etteville. They were Confederate sympathizers living in a section that 
was predominantly Union in sentiment (West Fork to Middle Fork). The 
soldiers whom the elder Hutchens names as having robbed and threatened 
him were members of the First Arkansas Cavalry USA, stationed in Fay— 
etteville. It is interesting to note that John Hutchens, Confederate 
soldier, and James Gilstrap, Federal soldier, are now peaceful neigh- 
bors — in the old cemetery at Woolsey.) 
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Little Rock, Ark., 
Apr. 5th, 1865 
Major Hunt 
Sir According to promise I pen you these lines. This leaves 
me well, I hope they will find you all enjoying good health. There is 
nothing very interesting as yet to give you. We have been meeting for 
3 days but as yet have failed to get a quorum, I presume we will be 
all.right in a few days. Lieut,Patton and Lieut.Plumley have not come 
yet. Look for them this evening. Then I think we will be able to pro- 
ceed legally. If we do not get a constitutional quorum I for one will 
not take any action inthe matter, fromthe fact that illegality has 
caused all our failures. I tell you that unless we proceed right here 
in the legislature, we forever will fail of recognition. 


T here is men here trying to establish the fact that 36 mem 
bers is a legal quorum to do business. This is the way that W.D.Snow 
was elected to Congress and such is the cause of all our members not 
getting seats. All the men here that has a clean record is the members 
from the north part of the State. Yet there is men here that has the 
assurance to get up and say that there is none clean, not one. These 
very men have all dabbled in the Blood of the Beast themselves. There 
is plenty of wire workers here. They twist and turn and stretch won- 
derfully but thank fortune when we open on them with our Artillery, on 
the Loyal Side of the House, they have to retreat in confusion, Our 
guns aresplendid, our ammunition good, and some of our gunners are 
scientific marksmen. Col.Johnson is here from Washington. Col.Bishop 
is not yet in. We look for him in a few days. 


AC All I can say is if we get the necessary number of men we 
will do our best to set aside some acts that was passed here last win- 
ter. As I have not anything to write now, I will send you-a paper and 
close forthe present. Give my respects to Co.B.

Crooked Creek, Arks., Oct. 7th, 1867 

Dear Major 

We have just learned of the apportionment of delegates to 
the Convention and the date of election. Major, to to work and canvass 
the County as much as possible organize the league &c. I want you to 
run forthe Convention. Whether you are elected or not, it will give 
you character and be valuable to you in future life. Do not fail to 
allow your name used, and so far as I am concerned I would be glad to 
have Col. Harrison run as our other candidate. I know there are ‘some 
objections to him and some of our Union men not so well pleased with 
him’as some others, but if the Rebs beat us we could:‘use his. influence 
outside of the state to good advantage and like a good chess player,we 
ought to look at least one or two moves ahead and if the Rebs beat us 
and get control we must then beat them in an after move, and while I 
am very partial in feeling towards several others of our Co. men, I 
am still very decided in my opinion that it is our interest to run men 
who have made their mark in the war. And I think it best for us not to 
show any prejudice against the men fromthe north and hence I wish in 
this instance to see our friends make a good selection, 
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I am of opinion that my cases in Court will prevent me from 
getting home before the 28th. If you canvass is not through before 
that time, I will be ready to help canvass all I can or constantly 
after that. i : 

Colonel, do all you can to cause our friends to act in har- 
mony. The apportionment over the state is very favorable to us. I feel 
more hope now than ever before. The Reb counties are getting so few 
members and the counties where the colored vote is large are getting a 
large representation. Itseems to me ve ought to carry the state and 
all the votes we can secure here will add to our general strength e¥en 
if we lose some counties. 

Do not allow any one to usé my name in speaking of candi- 
dates. I once thought I might possibly be willing to run but now it 
would not be to the interest of myself or of our party for me to do so, 
and really I do not want to run if it was. I have desire now to seek 
office. Urge Major Ham to help you canvass. Make those old Rebs be-— 
lieve that it is their interest to vote for Union men, that they have 
lost enough by following rebel direction and that now they had better 
stop before they are all disfranchised and their estates confiscated 
&c. = k 

If I had heard this news aday or so earlier I would have 
returned home but it is too late now. Have not time to get back to 
Court. Col., go to work inthis matter, Write me now at Yellville what 
the prospect is &c &c.

(Editor's note: "L. Gregg" was Lafayette Gregg of Fayetteville who 
was Colonel of a Federal cavalry regiment during the war. His daughter, 
Miss Ida Gregg, still lives in the old family home. in Fayetteville. 
"Judge" Gregg, as he was known to his Fayetteville neighbors, later 
became a Justice of the Arkansas Supreme Court. He was evidently rid- 
ing the circuit of the courts when he wrote this letter to Major Hunt . 
from Crooked Creek (Harrison) .) : 


Van Buren Aug 31st '/68 
Maj. Hunt 
Ajt. Gen. 5th Mil. Dt. 
Sir I received your-letter of the 26th and can inform you that on 
last Saturday there was one Company of State Guards formed here of 
White Mounted Troops and also one of Colored Inft. I told the Colored 
that I would inform you of their organizing and request you to see 
about having their officers commissioned. They have chosen some good 
men as their officers who served through the war as sergeants of the 
lst Kansas Colored Regt. Both of the Companys will be on.parade the 
12th day of September 1868.

(Editor's note: Major Hunt had been appointed Adjutant General of 
state troops in 1868, with orders to suppress the activities of the Ku 
Klux Klan... This letter fromthe Crawford County sheriff reports a 
little-known fact -- that a company of colored state. troops was organ— 
ized at Van Buren after the War.) 
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PERSONALS FROM GOODSPEED

. BROWN -- Charles Fox Brown M.D. was born in Virginia 1820 and came 
to Arkansas with his widowed mother in 1830. In 1840 he began the 
study of medicine in Fayetteville under Dr. J.C.Pollard, In 1844 he 
studied at Louisville U. In 1845 he located in Fayetteville and prac— 
tieed one year with Dr,Pollard, then moved to VanBuren. 


WOODRUFF -—- William R. Woedruff was a Georgian who moved to Tennes— 
see, where he mrried Matilda Ferguson. They moved to Washington. Coun- 
ty, Ark., in 1835 and located on a farm where he died 1853. His wife 
‘died in Washington County in 1863. Their son, Benjamin E. Woodruff, 
built the first circular sawmill and the second steam flour mill in 
northwest Arkansas, near Fayetteville. He owned a farm of 640 acres 
near Fayetteville but lived in Eureka Springs. 


DENTON -— Tilford Denton, born 1817, was the son of Capt.John Denton 
and Jane (French) Denton, who were married in Kentucky and moved to 
Cane Hill, Ark,, remaining there till the death of the father in 1832. 
Capt. John Denton served in the War of 1812, Tilford Denton was 
the youngest son of John am Jane Denton ard grew to manhood in Wash- 
ington County. He moved to Carroll County and married Mary Sneed, the 
daughter of Charles Sneed, in 1848. They had 13 children, among them 
Sebron S., Volney W., Hugh L., and Wilburn G. 


_ STEELE -- John B. Steele was born in Tennessee 1838. He was a mer- 
chart at Springdale and VanWinkle Mills after the War, but in 1880 he 
opened the VanWinkle Hotel in Fayetteville which he managed for two 
years. He then: went into the lumber business in Rogers, of which city 
he was mayor in 1885. In 1868 he was married to Mary VanWinkle who was 
born in Illinois in 1841. 


CRAIG -- Samuel Craig moved to Cane Hill in 1848 and died there in 
1850. His son, James T. Craig, moved his stock of goods from Fort Gib- 
son to Cane Hill in 1848, but sold his stock in 1850 and mde the Gold 
Rush. Later he resumed his business in Cincinnati, Ark., then moved to 
Bentonville and was a merchant till the war. He returned to Cane Hill 
and farmed until 1871 when he returned to Bentonville. He was mrried 
1846 to Samantha Reagan who died 1848. He then married 1851 Elizabeth 
A, Russell, 


HARRISON -— Col. M. LaRue Harrison was born in New York, educated at 
Yale College ard while there studied theology with a view to entering 
the ministry, his father being a Presbyterian minister. He taught 
school in Illinois where he married a Miss Axley who became the mother 
of five children. M.LaRue Harrison abandoned teaching and engaged in 
railroading until the War, when he enlisted in Illinois as a private 
in the Federal army. He became Colonel of the First Arkansas Cavalry 
and was mustered out as a General, After the War he was appointed Post 
Office inspector in Washington, D.C. His son, Edward M. Harrison M.D., 
served 33 years in the First Arkansas Cavalry, practiced medicine ten 
years in Lebanon, Mo., then moved to Fort Smith. He was mrried at 18 
to Mattie Mitchell of Tennessee, They had nine children,

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FLAG PRESENTATION 


Address by Mrs.T.W.Pollard to the Pike Guards CSA 
at Fayetteville, Ark., May 2,, 1861 


Captain, Officers and Soldiers of the Pike Guards: 


This is indeed an uncommon occasion that has called us together to- 
day -~ a novel scene in our quiet little village! 


Drum and fife awaken strange echoes from our peaceful mountainsides. 
Wonderful scenes are being enacted around us. Events are now trans-— 
piring that in years past were predicted. by far-seeing men,and brought 
still nearer home to us by being talkéd of around our firesides! Alas, 
they are no longer to be looked forward to and dreaded as things of 
the future, for they are with us and around us. Truly we are in the 
midst of war, and with all it has come upon us while we yet slumbered; 
but the trumpet peal of war has sounded from side to side of our., 
country and her brave sons -have given a ready and noble response. to 
the call; they come, leaving the plowshare in the furrow, the axe be- 
side the tree am the hammer upon the anvil; they come to join in this 
terrible struggle for their rights. 


This will be a war such as the pages of history have never before 
been called upon to chronicle, one in which brother will meet brother, 
a. father meet a son, and friend meet friend. 


Rebellion and treason will be linked with your names; but when has 
independence sought to wrest her rights fromthe hand of tyranny that 
it has not been called treason? Was not Washington, who rose as the 
voice of an outraged people, called a traitor and a rebel? But in that 
long and mighty struggle through which Washington led this people on 
to victory her interests were one: North, South, East and West fought 
side by side, little dreaming when liberty was won that in this our 
happy home, this home washed by the blood of thousands, a disregard of 
our rights would drive us to the second contest. 


There is, perhaps, not one in this vast assemblage that has not 
dropped a tear or treasured away in some secret recess of their heart 
a regret for the downfall of such a government as ours has been, the 
crumbling to pieces of the greatest republic the world has ever known. 
But it has been severed, not by one mighty blow, but by the faithful 
labor of years. It has been chiseled apart, by stroke as drop by drop 
water wears away a mighty stone. 


The downfall has been, the dissolution now is, and we have estab— 
lished ourselves Free and Independent. Mighty we will be,and respected 
by the world. May the little flag first raised by Woman's hands upon 
Southern soil, fanned by Southern breezes, spread itself from side to 
side until it laves its bright folds at once in the blue waters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific. aa 


Now the contest has come and we must meet it. Women must meet the 
trial of giving up fathers and brothers, husbands and sons; and you 
must meet it as men go to bear all the hardships and endure, if need 
be, all the terrors of war, unflinchingly. 
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Now that the day has arrived for you to start upon your perilous 
undertaking, am sever the ties of home, I am made the instrument 
through which some of your friends present to you this token of their 
well wishes and bid you God's speed in your undertaking. 


We have fashioned for you this flag to bear with you through scenes 
of bloodshed and devastation, pain and woe. Mid the terror and heart- 
sickness attendant upon them remember your homes;;remember you have 
kind friends and friends whose hearts beat strong and high for you, 
who await you with warm welcome, who upon bended knee beseech the God 
Infinite to extend his protecting arm over you, to guard and guide you 
safely through, and may you never forget through all that the All-see- 
ing Eye is upon you and that the Hand that metes out alike reward and 
punishment is extended over you. 


I now present to you this flag -- feeling that with it it is un- 
necessary for me to urge you on to valorous deeds -— to bid you bring 
it back to be treasured as one of the relics of Fayetteville, to bring 
it back though stained with blood -- crowned with Glory! 


Too well I know you, Sons of the South, Sons of a clime where white 
men are not serfs, have hearts filled with brave and noble sentinments, 
have wills strong enough for the emergency you go to meet. 


You go from us today buoyed by a determination, an innate power of 
endurance that knows no conquering. 


‘You go to fight for Victory or death.

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81 YEARS OF MISSIONARY ACTIVITY 


' The Cane Hill Missionary Society 
by Mrs .J.H.Pyeatt 


- A two-seated wagon drawn by ateamof horses, and several horses 
with sidesaddles on their backs, tied to trees and fence posts, might 
have been seen by any casual observer passing the home of the Rev. and 
Mrs. F.R.Earle at Boonsboro, Arkansas onthe afternoon of November 5, 
1877. Seated inside the house beside a crackling fire in the fireplace 
were eleven women of the Salem congregation. 


The purpose of this gathering was to organize this group into a 
missionary society. Miss Maggie Moore was called to the chair and the 
following officers were elected: Miss Maggie Moore, president; Mrs. 
M. L. Mann, vice-president; Mrs.S.A.Carnahan, treasurer; and Mrs. F.R. 
Earle, secretary. 


The society adjourned to meet at the same place, November 22. Thus, 
they set Thursday as their regular meeting day and they planned bi- 
weekly meetings. The closing prayer was offered by Mrs.S.J.McClellan. 


At the second meeting their constitution was adopted, according to 
the recommendation of the General Assembly and the Board of Missions 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. Article I stated that the name 
of the society should be the Cane Hill Missionary Society. Article III 
provided that officers should be elected every six months. At this 
time three new names were added to the roll of members. The offering, 
as recorded in the minutes, was $1.15. By the end of the year there 
were 18 members and the amount given to missions was $69. 


The order of service at these early meetings consisted of "devotion- 
al exercises" and "items of missionary intelligence". Many of those 
items must have concerned Japan, juding from the interest later mani- 
fested in that country and the support given to it. The following is a 
quotation fromthe minutes of Feb. 12, 1878: "The Secretary read an 
article on the literature of Japan showing what a current of infidel- 
ity the Christian missionaries must meet, also the necessity of send- 
ing the Bible and other religious laterature, to counteract the bane- 
ful influence of this blasphemous literature upon a nation just throw- 
ing off idolatry and awaking to the necessity of something higher and 
nobler to worship than the gods fashioned by their own hands." 


These minutes of Feb.12, 1878 also show that it had become necessary 
for the vice-president to assume the duties of president, due to the 
departure of Miss Moore from Boonsboro. At this time two names were 
presented for menbership, Mrs.McBride and Miss Lizzie Boyd. They were 
received as members by a vote of the society. Plans were made at this 
meeting to send a box to a Home missionary, "Brother McNabb" of Enter- 
prise, Arkansas. 


On April 4, the box, valued at $32.50, was ready for shipment. Thus 
we see that "the brother near at hand and the brother far away" were 
in the hearts of those missionary—minded women of Salem congregation. 
In the fall of the same year the society undertook the support of the 
Rev.McNabb's daughter, Mary. The undertaking proved successful, accord- 
ing to the minutes of the meeting on July 3rd: "We are pleased with 
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Miss McNabb and feel that our efforts in her behalf were bestowed on 
one worthy of our interest. . We trust that she will be a blessing to 
her family and an ornament to society and an efficient worker in the 
great cause of missions." The cost of Mary's year in college amounted 
to $84. At a meeting before the close of the. school year the "propri- 
ety" of ‘sending a dress to her for the closing exercises was discussed. 
It. was ‘decided to send the dress. The cost was 60 cents. 


There’ was a meeting on Jan, 1, 1880 at which plans were discussed 
for making the programs more interesting and informative. We can inm- 
agine how limited the amount of literature available was in those days. 
The Christian Advocate was mentioned as a source of material. The 
offering at this time was $2.15. 


“At. the March meet ing, Mrs. Yates, the treasurer, was instructed to 
serid $2.46 to aid in building a durch at Dardanelle. It was decided 
at this meeting to assist the Rev. Crawford's daughter during the 
school year. At the May meeting, held at Mrs. Zeb Edmiston's es 
letter of thanks from the Rev. and Mrs, Crawford was read. 


‘At one time a supper for the raising of funds was planned. Later the 
plan was. abandoned, "that method of raising money not being Bey 
in accordance with the late action of the Presbytery." 


“There were 30 members on the roll at the beginning of the year 1884. 
During this year two young men studying for the ministry at Cane Hill 
College were assisted. A box of clothing valued at $53.55 was-sent:to: 
an. ‘Indian missionary among ue Cherokees, i 


A report of note written ae 1, 1886, the amount sent for Indian 
work-was $129.50.. A missionary quilt given by Mrs.F.P.Earle fumished 
$102.50 of this amount... Special emphasis during this-year was placed 
on woman's responsibility in the cause of temperance. One of the major 
projects -oz the year was the raising of funds. for-furnishing the new 
epllegs bui ding, Es ; 


“On jee 1; 1887, the society voted to come under the Women's Board’ 
of Foreign fis sions of the Cumberland Presbyterian Ghurch. This Board‘ 
was .organized in 1880. The first amount sent in to the W.B.F.M. was 
$101 . and-was mailed to Miss Mary Walker who served as Presbyterial 
secretary.for many years. In May, Mrs. F.R.Earle and Miss Mary Molloy 
were delegates from the society to a convention of the Board at Clin- 
ton, Mississippi, 


“At the March meeting, 1888, the society voted to send $10 tothe 
church. in Van Buren. 


Mrs. F Re Earle served as president several times. During one of the 
years she served, the society purchased the beautiful three-piece com 
munion service which is now in the sanctuary of the Cane Hill Church, 
Frequently the society met in Mrs.Earle's home. In 1902 a memorial 
gift..of $30 was sent as. a scholarship in the Wilmina School in Japan,

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When Mrs.Lizzie Whittenberg was president, she appointed a committee 
to present the claim of missions personally to all members of the 
Church. Women living in outlying communities were given an opportuni- 
ty to contribute to the missionary cause. 


Mrs. Noah Edmiston was hostess for the meeting on March 11, 1904. 
Forty persons were present. This number included visitors. Mite boxes 
were opened at this time. 


It was the custom to frequently observe the anniversary of the org— 
anization. On the fortieth anniversary, an open meeting was held on 
the 29th of November. Mrs.Mary McColloch Pyeatte, who served as presi- 
dent for 26 years, presided. At this time Mrs.1.A.Gaither, daughter of 
Mrs, Sarah McClellan, a charter member, gave a history of the society. 
Mrs. Ellen Earle Richardson told of her "First impression of the Soci- 
ety". Later Mrs.Richardson served as president for a number of years. 


The fiftieth anniversary was observed during the Arkansas Synodical 
meeting at Cane Hill, October 6 to 8, 1927. The number of members on 
record up to this time was 112, There were 37 delegates and visitors 
present. Mrs.Lucy Gould presided at the anniversary meeting. A banquet 
was served to 78 young people and delegates. 


In 1887 members of the Cane Hill society assisted in organizing 
Arkansas Presbyterial. In 1893 the society had a part in organizing 
_ the Arkansas Spmodical. When the Cumberland and the USA churches - 
united, practically no changes in the organization were made. 


Space forbids the mention of the numerous hehpful deeds planned and 
carried out during the 80 years of the society's existence. It has con- 
tinued without any breaks from its beginning to the present time. At 
this time (1958) there are two circles, one meeting in the afternoon 
and the other in the evening. There are 17 active members.

An Item from Goodspeed 


Archibald McKissick Yell was born in Fayetteville, the son of Alex- 
ander Curry and Martha (Coffee) Yell, who were born in Bedford County, 
Tenn., in 1805 and 1806 respectively. The father died at Robinson, 
Ark., Oct. 24, 1881. He was the son of Moses Yell, an Englishman and 
Methodist minister who came to America. The mother died in Fayette- 
ville, March 25, 1849. She was the daughter of Rice Coffee, a farmer. 
Archibald M. Yell's paternal uncle was Archibald Yell, second governor 
of Arkansas, who was killed in the Mexican War in 1847. 
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Battlefield Park Land Entered in 1838 


The two’ parcels of land recently acquired by the State of Arkansas 
for the expansion of Battlefield Park at Prairie Grove were first en- 
tered in 1838 by a man named Carroll Jackson Sears. Nothing else is 
known about Sears except that he sold the land two months later to 
William Crawford. Crawford, who paid $125 for Sears' 80 acres, himself 
filed an entry in 1838 covering a part of the Battlefield property. 
The Sears name: -disappeared: from Washington County history, but the 
Crawford family played an important part in the development of our 
county. The complete list of owners of the 55 acres recently ace 
for the Prairie Grove Battlefield Park is as follows:

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Prairie Grove Battlefield Park 


The Washington County Historical Society is cooperating with other 
groups inthe development of Battlefield Park at Prairie Grove. The 
state of Arkansas, through its Battlefield Commission, has purchased 
55 acres adjoining the old Park -— 20 acres from the Giles estate, for 
$7,500, and 35 acres. from Jack and Grace Clark, for $15,000. Among the 
improvements planned: or already under way on this newly acquired acre- 
age are the Pioneer Village, including the restoration of the Latta 
buildings from Old Vineyard; an amphitheater, for the performance of 
pageants and other: programs; completion of the Historical Wall and 
drives, flanked by permanert markers that will tell the story of the 
battle; an exhibit and demonstration building for pioneer arts and 
crafts; and tourist accommodations. Dedication of the new features of 
Battlefield Park is planned for the Labor Day week-end in September.

"Eliza. Mophin" was, without doubt, Elizabeth Niccum, who married 
Matthew Maupin on March 20, 1838, as per record at Bloomington, McLean 
County, Ill. They were listed in the 1850 census of Champaign County, 
Il1., when they had a son Fields, aged 8, and a daughter Eliza Maupin 
aged 6, Also with them was my grandfather, Jeremiah Nickum, aged 20. 


- So far, I do not know where the above (1860) Jesse and Nancy (Moore) 
Niccum were married. Nor do I have them in any 1850 census. But I do 
have record that Jesse Niccum bought land in Piatt County, Ill., Feb. 
20, 1848. Co-buyer was Epse Dillse. Jesse Niccum and E.Nicum sold this 
land April 30, 1857. They went to Johnson's Switch in Washington Coun- 
ty, Ark. The E.Nicum could have been Epsey (Childrey) Niccum, widow of 
Abraham Nickum, whom she married June 14, 1815, in Preble County, Ohio. 
He was fromMaryland,and a soldier in the War of 1812 (Kentucky Militia). 


Incidentally, Piatt County, Il1., deed records have entries in 1853 
and 1857 of Huston and Susannah Ingram. The latter was a Niccum, and 
sister of Jesse Niccum, who went to Washington County, Ark., by 1860.

AN INTERESTING CIVIL WAR RECORD 


Mrs. Mertye McIlroy Bagby has two receipts written and signed by her 
grandfather, W. H. Rhea, for wheat milled at Rhea's Mill for the Con- 
federate army. The papers read as follows: 


Confederate States Octr &h 1862 
to David Walker Dr. 

To 2808 pounds or 463 bushels wheat at $1.50c 
delivered at Rhea's Mill: (See Recpt) — $69.75 


(Endorsed on back: Walker. C States Wheat Acct) 


Valley Mills .Arks.-Oct 8/62 
D. Walker Esqr Dear Sir  ) 

Your wheat weighed 2808 lbs 60 lbs to the Bu. 
We send the bal of ----- due you out of 3754 Bu. 
985 lbs Flour . 263. lbs you recd before. I send 
166 Bu Bran, 

The money is ready for all wheat dl. 

-Respect fully 
W. H. Rhea 


(Endorsed on back: Confederate States, Rhea's Receipt. 
Addressed: D. Walker at Home.) 


The transaction is not clear but it shows that Judge David Walker 
was representing the Confederate army in 1862 and having flour ground 
at Rhea's Mill, This was just a month before James G, Blunt's Federal 
army seized the mill at Rhea's. Incidentally, the receipt definitely 
shows that "Valley Mills" was another name for Rhea's Mill. 
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TWO NEW BOOKLETS 


VanHoose and Earle Manuscripts Published by WCHS 


Two new numbers in the Society's booklet series have just been pub-— 
lished. They are "Reminiscentes of Zachariah VanHoose" and "Inaugural 
Address of F.R.Earle as President of Cane Hill College." 


The VanHoose booklet is an account of pioneer life and the emigra-— 
tion in the 1830's of several families from Floyd County, Ky., to 
Washington County, Ark. The families are the Mankins, Lewis, Dicker- 
son, Steele and VanHoose families, all of whom settled on Middle Fork 
in our county. The author of these"Reminiscences", Zachariah VanHoose, 
was one of six sons of John and Lydia (Lewis) VanHoose, all of whom 
came to Washington County with their mrents. A seventh son and two 
daughters were born after their arrival here. Three of the brothers 
attended Ozark Institute at Mt.Comfort. 


One of the brothers, James Hayden Van Hoose, was prominent in the 
civic and business life of Fayetteville for half a century. He was a 
prolific writer and served as Fayetteville correspondent for Little 
Rock papers. His articles and poems were widely read and of course are 
in existence today, in the newspaper files. 


But while J.H.VanHoose is remembered as a writer, he was not one bit 
superior in writing skill to his brother, Zachariah. The latter's de- 
scriptions of pioneer events are vivid, as for example, in the follow- 
ing paragraph from page 1 of his "Reminiscences": —- 


I can remember being sick and Father nursing me in his 
arms and of Mother dosing me with garlic, tansy, wormseed 
and other nauseous things. Not long:after this, I remember~ 
of seeing Mother holding a baby brother on’her lap, in our 
main:sitting room, and of seeing ‘a’man cailed Dr.Hopkins 
feeling the pulse of "Little George'"'; as we calied him.: Baby 
was quite sick and getting his breath with great difficulty. 
I can see the old Doctor take a sharp lancet from its case, 

_ bare the baby's arm and stick the glittering.instrument into. 
the flesh, which caused a little flow of blood. This was 
caught in a vessel of some kind and the Doctor took a sppon- 
ful of this blood and..-caused the sufferer to swallow it. 
That made a lasting impression on me. Poor baby died soon’ 
after. I had never before seen a dead person. I felt of its” 
face and found it cold, its eyes closed as in sleep, but no 
breathing or panting, and I was dumbfounded in wonder and 
‘amazement. They told me that my little brother was dead and 
that we would have to cover him up inthe ground and that I 
would see him no more, 


The "Inaugural Address of F.R.Earle" is a scholarly paper, typical 
of campus speeches of a century ago, The Reverend Earle (later Major 
and Doctor) arrived in Washington County in June 1859. He delivered 
his inaugural address as president of Cane Hill College on June 24, 
1859. From that date until his death 49 years later, he was a dominant 
figure inthe religious and educational life of our county. In addi- 
tion to his teaching duties, he served as pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church at Boonsboro (Cane Hill) and for several years at Fayetteville. 
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He was 27 years old and just out of college ( Cumberland University) 
when he became president of Cane Hill College. This may explain some 
of the pontifications in his inaugural address, many of which may have 
passed "over the heads" of his pioneer audience. His style is typical 
of scholarly dissertations of that day -- long and involved sentences 
and many allusions and figures of speech. His logic is faultless. 


President Earle's two-hour speech on June 24,1859 probably convinced 
his listeners -- and it is safe to assume that they came not only from 
Boonsboro but from Viney Grove, Rhea's, Cincinnati, Evansville, and 
Fayetteville -- that he was a scholar who was ambitious for the suc- 
cess of Cane Hill College. Later they were to learn that he was also a 
gentleman, a soldier, a public-spirited citizen, and above all "a man 
of God". 


The original hand-written copy of Reverend Earle's inaugural address 
is inthe keeping. of his grandson, Dr. Fount Richardson of Fayette- 
ville. Dr. Richardson, who served as president of the WCHS for two 
years, has made the original manuscript available to the Society and 
it is reproduced in our booklet exactly as written a century ago. 


President Earle states his subject amd reveals his style in the fol- 
lowing paragraph from page 2 of his "Inaugural Address": -- 


As institutions of a literary nature are transmitted from 
one generation to another, there will be some attendant 
usages which cannot be considered as essential to the exist- 
ence of the institution, yet so honored by age and by the 
favor of the wise that they are received, observed, perpetu- 
ated, as though they were essential. In accordance with a 
long prevalent custom of those who have occupied positions 
similar to the one to which I have had the honor to be call- 
ed, I come to deliver my inaugural address. I present for a 
sub ject: "An Operative College in the West." 
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These two hitherto unpublished pices of WashingtonCounty historical 
source material -- the VanHoose "Reminiscences" and the Earle "Inaug- 
ural Address" -- may be ordered from the Secretary, Washington County 
Historical Society, Box 237, Fayetteville, Ark. The price is $1 for 
each booklet.

BOOK REVIEW 


Sorrel: Recollections of a Confederate Staff Officer 


The McCowat-Mercer Press of Jackson, Tenn., publishers of "Reprints 
in Southern History" (Bell Irwin Wiley, editor), has just brought out 
a most desirable item — "Recollections of a Confederate Staff Officer" 
by General G. Moxley Sorrel CSA. Sorrel was Chief of Staff of Long- 
street's lst Army Corps. He had unusual opportunities to know many 
high-ranking Confederates and his characterizations of these officers 
are good reading - if not always good history. There is, for example, 
this brief sketch of General Earl VanDorn (p. 49) who was then com- 
manding a division in Virginia but before that (Mar. 7-8, 1862) had 
commanded the Confederate army in the battle of Pea Ridge, Arkansas: 


"Major General Earl VanDorn....a small, handsome man, 
the very picture of a thorough light cavalryman, he en- 
joyed a high reputation from Service in Mexico and 
against the Indians. Soon after he was transferred to a 
command in Mississippi,and there falling into a private 
quarrel was killed." 


This charitable account of VanDorn's death is typical of Sorrel in his 

"Recollections". If he couldn't give a fellow officer high praise, he 

made his comment short and his criticism gentle. In fact, the dis- 

tinguishing characteristic of Sorrel's style is his gentleness and 
courtesy. He was a Georgian. 


FLASHBACK readers will be interested in General Sorrel's estimate of 
General D.H.Hill. This future resident of Fayetteville and president 
of the Arkansas Industrial University, was a brigadier under Long- 
street when Sorrel knew him, On page 54 of his "Recollections", Sorrel 
says: 

" "A marked and peculiar character...Gen.D.H.Hill....He 
was a small, delicate man, rather bent, and cursed with 
dyspepsia, which seemed to give color to his whole be-~ 
ing. He was out of West Point with a good class number, 
was a capable, well-read soldier, am positively about 
the bravest man ever seen. He seemed not to know peril 
and was utterly indifferent to bullets and shell, but 
with all these qualities was not successful. His back- 
bone seemed a trifle weak....His speech was bitter, al- 
though a most devout Presbyterian elder...He was accus— 
tomed to sneer at cavalry, and once went so far: as to 
say he had "yet to see a dead man with spurs on'. But 
Hill had brains and rose. He was later on sent west to 
command in Bragg's army, was promoted to lieutenant- 
general...He was really a good man, but of sharp preju- 
dice and intemperate language." 


On pages 99-101 Sorrel gives an account of the famous Special Order 
No, 191 (Lee's plan of campaign for the invasion of Maryland, a copy 
of which, wrapped around three cigars, was found by an Indiana soldier 
amd semt to McClellan, "McClellan says it was addressed to Gen. D.H. 
Hill, but Hill and his adjutant general declare it impossible to have 
been Hill's copy." Sorrel then suggests that perhaps two copies of the 
order were sent to Hill, one from Lee and one from Jackson. "If this 
theory does not work out, we seemtobe quite baffled in finding a 
solution," ar 
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Those of our WCHS members who have childhood memaries of President 
Hill will be interested in this incident from his fighting days -- as 
related on page 104 of Sorrel's book: 


(At Sharpsburg) Lee, Longstreet, and D.H.Hill ascend- 
ed a little acclivity near the turnpike to make some 
observations. All others —- staff and orderlies - were 
kept back under the brow of the hill to avoid drawing 
fire onthe three generals. Intruth, they did look 
conspicuous on the crest ,silhouetted against the bright 
skies, and the shot of course came, a little wide, but 
the second was from a good gunner, 

This shot struck the front legs of Hill's horse, 
cutting them sharp off at the knees, The poor beast did 
not fall immediately, and made no sound, but put his 
nose into the grass, nibbling at it seemingly. 

The small general in a high-cantled saddle could not 
get his leg over in the position of the horse until 
Longstreet helped him down, There is occasional talk of 
groans and shrieks of horses when wounded, I have seen 
many badly hurt, but cannot recall an instance in which 
the animal made any noise. 


This edition of Sorrel's "Recollections" is an attractive volume and 
contains a picture section —- portraits of Civil War generals. Price of 
the book is $5. The publishers, McCowat-Mercer Press, Jackson, Tenn., 
will send illustrated folders of all their Confederate books on re- 
quest. 


In conclusion, this quotation from Sorrel's "Recollections": "An 
awful lot of lies circulate nowadays about the Civil War, and it is 
so long ago that there is hardly anybody to contradict them."
